Mr. lambara, xvho is a tall, heavy-set laan of about tv/eiity-seven 
years of age, said lie ha.d completed foia* years of a seven-year 
course in medicine at the University of Kiev, u'e said tliat a 
fev; days before, v/hile still in Kiev, he liad becom.e involved in 
an argument in. th Soviet and Arab students about the recent 
Middle East crisis. He said he had undertaken to defend the 
position of liopei’ Volta in refusing to vote for IJ.ii. draft 
resolutioiis condemning Israel and, in so doing, had aroused ti.ie 
wrath of the othe.r students. This incident, he claimed, h,ad led 
to his expulsion from the University. Mr, Uambara said he was 
relucta,nt to return to Upper Volta before completing his educat- 
ion and iiad decided to continue his studies in tiie United Slates 

Embassy officers explained to Mr. .Bambara that there was little 
that could be done to help him unless lie returned to Upper Volta- 
He was told, aowever, that it was possible to apply directly to 
Amer.ican universities for adiaisslon and' sch-.»la.rship assistance, 
I'-ut tnat there v/as ilt-tlo liicelihood of his i;eir)!i; accepted by 
an American university before 3eptemb-er, i 960 . 1ir. ilambara 'tool: 
down tile add', '.'esses of seve.ral .American universities t.i wiiicli lie 
in'teaded to v/ritc. Je seemed undisturbed by a possible year's 
wait, explainin': tliat lie planned tentatively to ■ :o to V/est 
ii-ermany at tiic end of August where lie v.'ould find v/orlc to occupy 
him for a year. T.ae olmbassy offered Mr. laiubara no enc .i'urag.etiien
